I note that the President, in the llth para- 
graph of his Annual Report for 1987 (Journal 182, 
page 2), states that a report in the Western Aust- 
ralian Branch Branchline which appeared in Journal 
180 (first printed in the August 1987 issue of 
The Branchline) about the progress of the Western 
Australian Branch towards incorporation ‘is in 
no way correct’. (As a point of interest, the 
extract quoted from that report has at least one 
error in it!) In the last sentence of the llth 
paragraph, the President concludes by saying that 
he has raised this matter 'to ensure that matters 
are reported in a correct and proper manner’. 

I am not exactly clear on what is a ‘proper 
manner’ in which to report to Western Australian 
Branch members by way of The Branchline and I 
would welcome some guidance from the President 
on this. I do, however, take the strongest objec- 
tion to the statement that my report was ‘in no 
way correct’. It was entirely correct, as a 
study of the correspondence exchanged between 
the Federal Committee of Management and the Western 
Australian Branch Management Committee will show. 
Space precludes me quoting 'chapter and verse' 
from this correspondence, but I have made it avail- 
able to the Editor of Journal to enable him to 
assess the truth of my objection. 

I regard the assertion that my reporting 
in The Branchline is incorrect as a serious attack 
on my integrity and credibility. 

On a different matter (but one also alluded 
to in the President's Report), I thought that 
although Roger, yourself and the '‘Vicprint' team 
received the highest commendation for Journal 
and for ‘keeping costs at a static level, which 
is reflected in the balance sheet', it might have 
been pointed out that, in fact, you had cut costs! 
My assessment of the balance sheet, when compared 
with that in Journal 176 is as follows:

TWIST DRILLS AND STORAGE 


Items of identical or similar 
themselves well to storage in 
etc, with standard dimensions. Not so readily 
do drills, taps, etc. Most likely, a 'collection' 
of drills will vary, with mixed imperial (fraction- 
al or thousandths-of-an-inch) and metric, sharing 
space with (gauge or size) number, tapping or 


Sizes lend 
boxes, drawers, 


Clearance drills. Add the taps themselves to 
this, and confusion reigns supreme! Or does 
it? 

Firstly, selection of drills. Years ago, 


an American magazine's answer to the query, ‘Should 
I buy a cheap set of drills, or a high quality 
set?', was: 

"Buy a cheap set TO START WITH, and replace 
each and every breakage with a single high quality 
drill bit.' This way, only the most used drills 
are purchased, odd and rarely used sizes in grad- 
uated sets are not. 

Secondly, measurement of sizes. IT use a 
Mitutoyo/PFM vernier caliper, graduated in thou 
and also in HO scale. Use the method of your 
own choice. Remember, a size marginally larger 
or smaller than, say, a certain number of thirty- 
seconds or sixty-fourths MAY be available in a 
metric size. A 1.5 mm drill is about 34 thou 
smaller than a 1/16". A piece of 1/16" rod forced 
into a 1.5 mm hole IN PLASTIC may give results 
as good as, or better than if the rod were GLUED 
into a 1/16" hole. 

Thirdly, most of the holes I drill of 1/8" 
or less diameter are drilled using a pin vise 
(hand-held chuck device) unless the need for accu- 
rate perpendicular alignment is critical. 

Now, fourthly, storage. My collection of 
drills (about 25) diminish in size from i" to 
about 0.5 mm. I took a plastic case that had 
contained a souvenir spoon, and filled it with 
today's equivalent of Plasticene. The white 
base became the lid or top, and two pencil marks, 
z'" apart on the 14" width, were made at one end. 
Two similar marks, both offset by about 1/8" toward 
one edge, were made the other end. Each mark 
was connected by a pencil line to its corresponding 
mark the other end, giving two parallel but slight- 
ly angled lines down the length of the lid. 

Starting with the LARGEST drill bit, at the 
OFFSET end, and the more 'central' of the two 
lines, a hole was drilled in the plastic, and 
that became the ‘home’ for that drill (the hole 
was drilled about 3" along the line, clear of 
the transparent 'base' of the container). This 
was followed by the next size down, leaving room 
for fingers to grip each drill shank individually. 
All drills were inserted with points DOWN for 
safety. (Safety Note: If you use La Belle 
oils, be very careful NOT to leave the cap off, 
and the needle in such a position where, if you 
reach out and down for something on the table/work- 
bench, you may give yourself a nasty, if somewhat 
unintentional injection!!!) | 

Back to storage, however, and the reason 
for starting with the larger sizes is that, if 
any new drill or drills are added, of intermediate 
Sizes, the SMALLEST drill is used to make a new 
hole, that many positions further down the line, 
or back the other line, and (can I explain it 
clearly?) each drill REDRILLS the previously small- 
er hole until the new drill/s occupy their correct 
positions. 


By working DOWN one line, and back UP the 
other, the larger drills give a degree of protec- 
tion to the smaller drills in the other row. 
For taps (I only bother with a number 8 BA), a 
hole to take the SHANK of the tap is drilled side- 
by-side to that of the drill used to make the 
hole to be tapped. When that drill is ‘shuffled 
Sideways' to make room for other larger sized 
drills, a NEW hole is drilled, again, alongside 
the drill concerned. This saves the need to 
measure and find the correct drill for that tap. 

A couple of small holes with a couple of 
pins (ordinary dressmaking variety) are also handy. 
If and when drills become loose in the ‘fixture’, 
simply repack the Plasticene.

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HINTS & TIPS. 


As soon as you start building a layout, start 
recording details in a notebook. Particular colors 
of wires used for each part of each circuit should 
be recorded for future reference. Any idea which 
cannot be immediately implemented can be noted and 
used whenever the opportunity comes along. A 
general plan of construction can be detailed much 
as a General plans an army operation. This Way, a 
course of action towards completing your layout can 
be more effectively followed. ge is also 
interesting to keep a diary of events and stages of 
construction too, recording the date each project 
was Started and finished. 
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The styrofoam boxes used for packing fruit can 
often be obtained free from your green grocer or 
supermarket. Three or four of them will be adequate 
for storage of wood scraps, scenery material, odd 
lengths of wire and other layout material. They 
stack neatly and can be painted with Plastic paint 
(don't use any other kind) to make a tidy storage 
bin for layout material which otherwise would lie 
about the place making it look untidy. 
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Quite often, the adhesive on a roll of tape of 
any kind dries out, making it difficult to remove 
the tape smoothly and evenly. A roll of tape used 
around the workshop and layout gathers dirt on both 
its sides over a period of time, and sometimes 
cannot be found when it is required. All these 
problems can be easily avoided by keeping every 
roll of tape in an ice-cream container fitted with 
an air-tight lid. The sealed container keeps out 
the dust and also helps prevent the tape from 
drying out. As an additional precaution, the tape 
can be wrapped in a plastic sandwich bag within the 
ice-cream container. The evaporation of the thinner 
in the adhesive on the tape is somewhat reduced, 
and the various rolls of tape tend to be mutually 
supportive and thus stay soft together. 
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Whenever a project calls for some peices of 
accurately cut sheet metal, and a quantity is 
required, find a friend in the business and ask him 
to oblige. Commercial refrigeration shops keep a 
wide range of various metals and have the tools, 
material and know-how to cut any number of quite 
small peices of metal accurately without tearing or 
bowing the material.

A special word of apprec- 
jation must go to John Skilton for his efforts 
in organising the exhibition - few people apprec- 
iate what must be done before the exhibition opens. 
Kathy Knife and Sue Betts led the team of ladies 
in the take-away food bar and the Bunker family 
and friends again took care of the nibble bar. 
To all involved, a sincere 'thank you'. 

A lack of voluntary workers was a real concern 
this year, especially on the Sunday and Monday, 
with more people preferring to help on the Satur- 
day. I. would appeal to all members to make an 
effort in helping to staff future exhibitions - 
don't leave it all to the other fallow. 


It is good to be able to report that after 
many years of talking, the permanent Club layout 
is really taking shape, with approximately 90% 
of track laid.

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CORRECTION: TRACK DETECTION CIRCUIT 


In the combined AMRA/SCMRA/Sydney N Gauge 
Clinic on Saturday 13 February, Bob Wardrop used 
a wonderful technique of overlapping transparencies 
on the overhead projector to illustrate his track 
detector circuit. However, some mistakes appeared 
in these and the handout material. As can be 
seen on these pages, the diode across Rl was re- 
versed and the common, or OV, line was bridged 
to the -15 V line at Rl. The diagram published 
here is the correct one. 

The incorrect diagram, if followed, may form 
an inbuilt self-destruct mechanism which, while 
it may be spectacular, is not practical. Fire- 
balls aré a hazard to any layout!

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LIBRARY NOTES 


The Library has just been given a nice little 
item; 20 issues of the journal of the Victorian 
Model Railway Society, The Coupling. They run 
from Vol 1, No 1, December 1936, to Vol 4, No 5/6, 
December 1939. Lots of gaps, of course. I 
know that we have quite a number of people, members 
of both. Can any of them tell me what happened 
after December 1939? There's a brave statement 
in the editorial of that issue. 

"That the experiences of national participation 
in the grave crisis now at hand will make still 
more demands on our time and resources we have 
no doubt, and in common with others expect to 
suffer from time to time, curtailment of activities 
in the pursuit of our hobbies, nevertheless it 
is the intention of your editors to endeavour 
to continue publication of The Coupling, in what- 
ever modification of form or reading matter may 
be temporarily forced upon us, and we count upon 
the continued loyal support of our readers and 
friends." 

I. should certainly be interested to know 
what happened. And, as you can imagine, I'd 
be delighted to talk to anyone who could fill 
in the gaps in the set. . 

The Light Railway Research Society of Austra- 
lia has set itself the goal of researching and 
writing all the saw mills and tramways around 
Melbourne, and the first large scale publishing 
venture to come out of this was Powelltown, which 
has been highly acclaimed everywhere. This has 


now been followed by Bellbrakes, Bullocks and 


Bushmen, by M J. McCarthy. The format is the 
Same, the production possibly even better - or 


may be he just had a better selection of photo- 
graphs to work with. Here we are telling of 
the Gembrook area. Sawmilling followed gold 
mining as it often has had to do, but in this 
case it was more immediate: one John Ure ran 
a stamp battery, and with excess capacity (like 
not enough gold) he hitched a sawmill to his water 
wheel, and supplied the local needs for sawn tim- 
ber. There were, of course, many others, and 
one very good reason for the building of the narrow 
gauge railway to Gembrook was the availability 
of great stands of timber, and of men eager to 
cut and mill them. 

It's a good story well told, and, as I said, 
with excellent photographs. A nice job. 

We have only very few steam locomotive build- 
ers in the Branch, and several books on the subject 
so I probably have to explain why I thought we 
must have Mike Sharman's A Guide to Locomotive 
Building. One, it is by Sharman, who just can't 
be ignored, whatever he writes. Two, it's been 
so well reviewed overseas, and three, the sub- 
title, From Prototype to Small Scale Models. 
It is about how locos work, and what goes on inside 
them that makes all the bits we see outside them 
necessary. Equally, it's about the differences 
between real and model machines. For instance, 
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if you picked up a prototype locomotive by its 
middle, would you like to guess how much it would 


droop? So, although he's writing in modelling 
terms, there are, so to speak, real, 1:1 machines 
looking over his shoulder all the time. It's 
worth reading. 

I mentioned above the magazine parts I'd 


love to acquire to fill the gaps in The Coupling. 
There are several other magazines with similar 
gaps, and if the Editor is kind I may publish 
the list as a supplement some time in the future. 
It's hardly compulsive’ reading. Conversely, 
I have hundreds and hundreds of duplicate parts 
of the magazines we take, thanks to the generosity 
of members. I'm prepared to list them for anyone 
interested, and sell them for quite ridiculously 
low figures (they're gumming up my train room). 


Happy reading - oh, and modelling too, of 
course.

HANDY HINTS OR HERE'S A FEW MORE TIPS! 


From Ted Thoday - no doubt you too have suf- 
fered from that version of Murphy's Law which 
ensures that the tiny springs (or other component) 
from that mechanism that you are dismantling (or 
constructing) flies off at the most inopportune 
moment and disappears forever into the shag pile 
carpet! 

One solution to this problem is to obtain 
a large, clear plastic bag and work on the mechan- 
ism inside the bag - you can see what you are 
doing and if the tiny spring does attempt to go 
into geostationary orbit, it can only travel a 
couple of inches in any direction, EXCEPT ONE - 
that's the space between your wrists in the open 
end of the bag. Use a small bulldog clip or 
clothes peg (or two) to close up the other end. 


HHKHHK HHKHKH 


From Graham Watson (or at least a translation 
of what Graham told your Editor!) - a cutting 
table for styrene sheet can be made up from an 
old laminated cupboard door and a couple of steel 


rules. Graham's cutting board is illustrated 
below. Key points in its design are as follows: 
i Cutting is always done on the right hand 


side of the vertical rule and the unwanted (or 
'waste') piece of styrene sheet is to the right 
of the cutter. 

2 . The spacer below the top end of the vertical 
rule has to be the same thickness as the horizontal 
rule. Most rules are about 1 mm (or 0.040", 
i.e. 40 thou) thick and thus styrene sheet up 
to this thickness can be slid easily underneath 
the vertical rule for cutting. Cutting of thicker 
pieces of styrene sheet can be done by flexing 
the middle of the vertical rule upwards and by 
using another rule as a spacer above the horizontal 
rule. 

3 This ‘other' rule is also used as the stock 
against which the styrene sheet is placed for 
cutting off to the desired width (or length). In 
order to hold this third rule firmly, the whole 
assembly should be close enough to the bottom 
edge of the door (or whatever you've chosen as 
a working surface) to enable a small G-clamp to 
be used, reaching over the fixed horizontal rule. 

4 Naturally, it is absolutely essential that 
the two fixed rules are EXACTLY at right angles 
to each other. Cast your mind back to high school 
geometry to work out how to arrange this! 

5 The gap at the right hand side of the vertical 
rule is just the thickness of the cutting knife 
or P-cutter that you are intending to use.

IMPORT DUTY 


Gilbert (of Gilbert and Sullivan fame) would 
have had a ‘ball’ with the machinations of govern- 
ment in the matter of the proposed 20% duty on 
all imports of model railway equipment. For 
some time now, the position has been that models 
of all but Australian prototype railway items 
were admitted into Australia at the 2% duty rate, 
the Australian outline models attracting 204. 
Naturally, modellers of Australian prototypes 
thought this to be an outrage, being taxed more 
than the others because they were showing a greater 
interest than other modellers in the railways 
of their own country! 

The government solution to this dilemma was 
not to reduce the import duty on imported Austra- 
lian prototype models to 2% (to match the other 
models), but instead it gazetted an import duty 
of 20% to apply to ALL model railway imports as 
from 1 January 1988. You must admit, that's 
fair, if nothing else! 

However, the Australian toy, hobby and 
leisureware importers lobbied the government and 
were successful in having the concessions for 
models of other than Australian prototypes ‘con- 
tinued beyond 31 December 1987'. In official 
'speak-talk', that means the 2% concession will 
apply until the next hearing of the Industries 
Assistance Commission.

BOOK REVIEW 


The Wallingford Branch 
by Paul Karau and Chris Turner

This book has a thick plasticised card cover 
and is in the now standard format for these illus- 
trated short histories. 

The Wallingford Branch ran from Wallingford 
Road (later called Moulsford) Station to Walling- 
ford, a distance of just under three miles, being 
opened on 7 July 1866. A number of changes took 
place over the years, including the quadrupling 
of the GWR main line through Moulsford, which 
was demolished and a new station constructed just 
to the westwards. The new station was eventually 
named Cholsey and Moulsford. 

The book traces the history of the original 
meeting proposing the construction of a railway 
to Wallingford and later to Watlington, Benson 
and Princes Risborough (although this section 
was never built), the matters leading up to, and 
including, the construction, how it was operated, 
its subsequent take-over by the GWR and its import— 
ant place in the development of the local community 
and industries. Space is also devoted to the 
development of the junction with the GWR main 
line. 

As its title would suggest, there are many 
photographs, some of considerable age. Included 
are various track plans of Wallingford and of 
Cholsey and Moulsford, showing the developments 
over the line's life and there are plans of many 
of the Wallingford station buildings and also 
of the CWS Creamery which, as one of the major 
local industries, was a leading user of the rail- 
way. 

An invaluable book for anyone with an interest 
in the GWR, but particularly for anyone wishing 
to construct a model of the line. The track 
layout at Wallingford would make a most interesting 
operational model railway.

PLACE AND OTHER NAMES ON (AND OFF) THE 


RAILWAYS 


One of the ‘quaint' attractions of England 
is the naming of towns and villages, some of which 
had the good fortune to become stations on the 
railways which spread throughout the land. I 
have always been amused by the cluster of three 
villages in Hampshire named Over Wallop, Middle 
Wallop and Nether Wallop. And just over the 
county border in Wiltshire, my old AA map _ shows 
the three villages of ‘East’, 'Middle' and ‘West’. 


It's only recently that I have found they are 
East, Middle and West Winterslow. Nearby, on 


the banks of the River Bourne, are Winterbourne 
Gunner, Winterbourne Earls and Winterbourne Daunt- 
sey. And down in Dorset by the River Trent (or 
Piddle, as it is known there), one finds Piddle- 
trenthide, Piddlehinton, Puddletown, Tolpuddle 
(from whence came the famous Martyrs, six farm 
labourers whose wages were to be reduced in 1831 
from 8/- to 7/6d per week and who having formed 
a 'union' were arrested and transported to Victoria 
as convicts - thus beginning Trade Unions), AIl1f- 
puddle, Bryants Puddle and Turners Puddle! 

None of these had the railway pass through, 
but in Oldham in Lancashire, two of the six railway 
Stations in that town were named MUMPS! How 
did they get such a name? 

It appears that in the 19th century, a 'mum- 


per' was the name for a beggar and the common 
lodging house where these people stayed, when 
they could afford the few coppers it cost, was 


known as a ‘mumps’. One of these mumps’ stood 
close to where the LYR passed through the _ town 
from Manchester (Victoria) to Rochdale in 1847 
and where in 1856 the LNWR temporarily terminated 
its branch line from Saddleworth on its Manchester 
to Leeds line. The building originally gave 
its name to an area of the cotton town and then 
to the two railway stations which served it. The 
LNWR station was closed in 1862, being replaced 
by another station closer to the centre of the 
town at Clegg Street. The LYR station is still 
operative. 

These thoughts led to considering names for 
model railways which are not models of real places, 
but which try to get some of the flavour of the 
owner's favourite railway. There was the famous 
'Goore and Daphetid RR' and there's recently been 
the model of 'Stayholme and Dewmoor' - a nice 
play on the frequent habit of British stations 


serving two nearby towns or villages. Then 
there's Ted Thoday's '‘'Sumwear branch’ with its 
village of Sumwear, Elswear and Knowear. I under- 


stand, the line may be extended to the village 
of Winter-Under-Wear soon. T've got ‘'Buxham' 
(a play on the 'buxom') and one day I may build 
the station at the seaside resort and harbour 
at Port Able (and it will be too!). What 'clever' 
names do you know of for model railway stations? 
And then [ got to thinking of all those com- 
mercial operations near the railway. I've got 
Quicksand and Co Ltd (sand and gravel suppliers) 
and I'm thinking about Matt Brown and Sons (paint 
suppliers). There's T Bone, the butcher, and 
Lush and Green at the local garden centre. Has 
anyone else got some ‘good clever’ names up their 
sleeves? You may be willing to share them with 
others (unless they're copyrighted!).

Ce) Primarily and principally supplements any other income, by the manufacture or 
sale of model railway equipment to such an extent, that in the opinion of the Committee of 
Management, the person concerned is considered to be a professional modeller within the 
definition of these clauses, (b) and (c) of Article 7. 

(d) If argument should arise as to the status of any Member or non-member with 
regard to clauses (b) and (c) above, the interpretation and decision of the Committee of 
Management shall be final. 


(e) Any person not in the above categories (a) (b) (c) shall be defined as an 
Amateur. 

8. SUB-COMMITTEES 

(a) Such Sub-Committees as are deemed necessary may be appointed by the President. 


Not more than fifty per cent of any Sub-Committee shall consist of professional modellers. 


(b) The Chairman of any such Sub-Committee appointed by the President shall not be 
a professional modeller, and shall have a casting vote if such be necessary. 


(c) Members of Sub-Committees need not be members of the Committee of Management.

Voting on matters referred to the general membership shall be as outlined for election of 
Committee. 


18. COMMITTEE MEETINGS 


(a) A meeting of the Committee of Management or any Sub-Committee may be 
called at any time by the President, seven days' notice to be given. 


(b) Committee meetings shall be held reqularly and attended regularly by all 
Officers at times and dates which the Committee or Sub-Committee may fix, but in each 
calendar year there shall be not less than eight Committee of Management meetings. 


is SPECIAL GENERAL MEETINGS 


(a) A Special General Meeting of the Association may be convened at any time 
by the Committee, or if demanded by a requisition Signed by at least thirty financial - 
Members of the Association. Such meetings shall be called within twenty-eight days after 
receipt of the requisition. 


(b) Notice of the holding of a Special General Meeting specifying the place, 
date, and time of commencement and the nature of the business to be transacted shall be 
issued in writing to each financial Member of the Association not less than fourteen days 
prior to the meeting. 


(c) The non-receipt of such notice by any Members shall not invalidate the 
proceedings of any Special General Meeting.
